QUALIFICATION OF VOTERS. 

The following oath expresses (Hf goa tifoa 
tion of voters in Municipal elections and 
differs somewhat from the oath formerly 
used, 

You do solemnly swear that you are the 
person named or purporting to be named by 
the name of on the voter’s lis; now 
shown to you, that you have not before 
voted at this election and that you have 
not received or been promised any consider- 
ation whatsoeyer for voting at this election, 
and (if the municipality has passed a by- 
law requiring all persons to have paid their 
taxes to entitle them to vote) that you have 
paid all taxes in arrears due by you to the 
municipality of Edmonton and that you are 
of the full age of twenty-one years, and that 
you are the bona fide owner or lessce of the 
property for which you are assessed (if a 
woman) that you are unmarried or a widow. 

It will be noticed that this oath debars 
all persons who are not owners or lessees 
at [the time of voting of the property for 
which they are assessed, and also prevents a 
husband from voting on property held in 
the name of his wife.
